The attitude of the French govern- 
ment, accoTding to the official point 
‘of view, is in perfect accord with the 
sentiments of the new chamber of 
deputies.

Loyaltz: to the Rritisgh Rmpir 
Which Great Britain Is 
Only One Part 


Never before has there been a part- 
nership of great nations, united” in 
one political system, yet with a sin- 
gle tie—the Throne to which. each 
gives allegiance. In this the Prince 
was fortunate in the moment of ‘his 
visit. The principle of equality of na- 
tionhood within the British FE:npise 
was slowly attaining recognition be- 
fore the war—superseding that other 
conception of the Empire as a “Mo- 
ther Country” with a number: of 
daughter states. The war revealed it 


as the bond which holds the empire |. 


together—a bond so tangible that it 
seems negligible to foreign observers, 
yet potent as no other bond could be. 
We doubt, as we have said often 
since the armistice, whether tlie prin- 
ciple of Doniinion equality with Great 
Britain is yet thoroughly understood 
here. The Prince yesterday warned 
Great Britain against fajlure to un- 
derstand it, “The people in the Old 
Country must understand that the pa- 
triotism of the Dominions is national 
patriotism; and not mere loyalty to 
Great Britain, It is loyalty to ‘their 
British’ institutions; it is loyalty to 
the world-wide: British system of life 
and government; and it is, above all, 
loyalty. to the British Empire, of 
which Great Britain, like the Domin- 
ions, is only one part.” No more sim- 
ple yet complete definition of the 
tie which effecttially unites the em- 
pire has been uttered in public.—lrom 
the London Times.

any other single factor towards pro- 
moting the conimercial phase of the 
poultry business in the province. 
The Calgary and Edmonton 
branches of the Kgg. and Poultry 
Marketing Service provide a market 
from which any farmer in the pro- 


j vince may’ at any time obtain the 


full current market value of his poul- 
try productsand gets his returns in 
cash. The ability to secure eash is 
considered to be a distinct advant- 
age. Many farmers hrve been agitat- 
ing for this for years. One farmers 
organization a shoit time ago passed 
a resolution. askng ‘‘that the Legis- 
lature of Alberta enact a law to 
make the purchase of farm produce 
on any other basis than cash illegal.’’ 
It. has not been necessary to pass 
the legistation suggested. Instead, 
the Dominion and Provincial De- 
partment of Agriculture have organ- 
ized the Marketing Service as stated 
and prompt cash remittance con- 
stitute one feature of the service 
given. 


It is also the business of the Mar- || 


keting service to prepare the produce 
for market. in such a way as to pre- 
sent the most attractiye appearance 
and to cammand.the best price. The 
eggs are carefully candled and pack- 
ed in new cares The fowl, ducks, 
turkey and geese are killed, dressed, 
packed in boxes as required by the 
various .markets and what spring 
chickens are suitable are milk fed 
for a*period of fram, ten to fifteen 
days and then dressed, packed and 
wrapped to satisfy the best trade. 
The finished graded product is then 
disposed of in the best available 
markets and the full amount reciey- 
ed less the bare operating expenses 
is returned to the farmers. 

Perhaps the greatest advantage 
gained by the producer through the 
Marketing Service is the way remit- 
tances are made. Both poultry and. 
eggs are carfully graded and pay- 
ment is made according to grade. 
This obviously works to the advant- 
age of the producer who markets a 
product of high quality and to the 
disadvantage of the producer who 
markets a product of poor quality. 
It is intersting to note in this con- 
nection that since the adoption of 
this svstem the general quality of 
the produce received has consider- 
ably improved, showing that most 
farmers are willing to produce a 


high article when they are paid for} 


it. Formely the farmer, through the 
country merchant, was unable to- 
any recognition of quality whatever 
and as a result his ardor for the 
poultry business naturally cooled 
and his efforts to miake the most of 
this.department relaxed.
